on its work. Public opinion, the com-J 
inittee believes, can bring about en*! 
forcemcnt of the school attendance! 
laws and can educate parents and farm! 
owners to a sense of their duty just as’ 
it caused the enactment of legislation! 
to end the factory child labor evil.
